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ROJESTVENSKY BELIEVED 
TO WANT NO FIGHT NOW 


Czar’s Commander in the Far East 
Generally Thought to Plan Dash 
for Vladivostok Without En- 
gagement—News Meagre. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 1-7: p. m.— 
Fifty-one .persons were kitted and scores 
wounded by Russian troops in the streets 
of Warsaw, Poland, to-Ccay. 

Though Easter and May Day have assed 
with less serious Gisturbances than were 
feared there have been riots of a more or 
less seriéus character in most of the large 
cities throughout Ruse@a and Poland. 

At Warsaw the claghes between the 
troops and the populace resulted in) the 
heaviest loss of Hfe. 

The first fight occurred about 4 o'clock, 
when a procession of workingmen ¢arry- 
ing red flags was stopped by a strong de- 
tachment of, infantry and cavalry. 

The men were disposed to resent inter- 
ference and several volleys were fired by 
the infantry. The cavalry completed the 
work of death by charging into the crowd 
and riding the people down. 

In this fight 31 men were killed outright. 
The wouwnded were still more numerous and 
of this number geveral are expected to 
die. 

The second encounter followed a meeting 
between the troops and workingmen aii 
Ziote and Sosnowa. streets, where the 
military patrol, failing in its efforts to 
disperse’ a crowd, opened fire and killed 
2% persons.

HER WEALTH ESTIMATED 
AT ABOUT TWO MILLIONS 
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Owned Controlling Interest in the 
Newspaper—Lived Without Os- 
tentation, Beloved by Friends, 
and Gave Freely to Charity. 


A news dispatch from Asheville, N. C., 
announces the death there at 6 o'clock 
Monday morning of Miss Ellen J. McKee, 
only daughter of the jate William McKee, 
founder of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat,: 
who, as his heir, inherited a controlling 
interest in that newsparer. 

Miss McKee left St. Louis March 31, suf- 
fering from asthma, which had taken a 
serious turn, affecting her heart, and her 
condition was then alarming. 

Dr. W. E. Fischel of St. Louis, her 
physician for many years, was summdened 
to Asheville Sunday, Miss Mckee having 
become much worse, and a telegram was 
received from him Monday morning by 
Mrs. Marth Ray of 4128 Morgan street, a 
sister of the late William McKee, an- 
nouncing that he had reached Asheville at 
7 o'clock, one hour after Miss McKee's 
death, which he said had been pain’ess. 

Miss McKee had been a sufferer from 
asthma for many years, and it was her 
custom to leave St. Louis in the spring 
and spend a month or so in a dry moun- 
tain cHmatte. Until this year, however, her 
malady had merely caused her inconven- 
lence and comparativeiy slight suffering, 
but when it became knewn that her heart 
was involved the truth that she was in a 
dangerous condition was reonaniged. The

Miss McKee was, perhaps, the wealthiest 
maiden !ady in St. Louis, her inheritance 
of the entire estate of the late William 
McKee placing her in possession of one of 
the largest St. Louis fortufies of its day, 
a fortune which she had increased by wise 
‘management and a sagacious investment 
of her surplus income. Her estate, it is 
thought, will aggregate about $2,000,000. 
She owned 290 of the 500 shares ‘of capital 
stock in the Globe-Democrat. 

Though very wealthy, however, Miss Mc- 
Kee lived quietly, without attempt at os- 
peapea ston) in her, Pine street home. Since 
i her early girlhood she had been a mem- 

ber of the First Preshyterian Church, Sa-

Williams was arrested, charged with dis- 
orderly conduct: and with carrying con- 
eealed weapons.

The death list in the teamstere’ strike is 
increasing.

During one of the many riots growing 
out of the strike he was knocked under 
the feet of horses attached to a carette 
and was crushed under the vehicle's 
wheeis. John Ceresa, driver of the car- 
ette, was arrested and is being held under 
heavy bonds. 


Armistice Is Refused. 


The business men of Chicago, represented 
by the Employers’ Asseciation, have _re- 
fused to grant any armistice. They declare 
the fight must He to & finish, and propose 
to carry on the war with police, deputy 
marshais, injunctions, troops, special police 
and all other power and punishment within 
the law. Barly this morning it was an- 
nounced that any drivers who refused to 
deliver merchandise as ordered would be 
discharged on the spot. : 

The unions, on the other hand, fn ad- 
dition ‘to voting at a stormy session not 
to extend the strike, haive decided to ask 
the President's aid in bringing about peace, 
in the fear that federal troops will be 
called out. Also union representatives have 
asked the sheriff that men from their ranks 
be sworn .in a&S deputies and that union 
laborers be granted permission to carry 
weapons to protect themselves from non- 
union negro iteamsters. 

From this it appears, in summing up the 
situation, that the employers are de- 
termined to fight to the finish against 
rhenpized iInbor, and that the unions, 
recognizing this stand, are taking every 
means ‘to effect a settlement before calling 
in their reserve forces in the final struggle 
which may decide the fate of unionism in

It shows the baby Moses lying in a 
glorified white cradle, peacefully sucking 
his thumb without_a bulrush between him 
and the pyramids. 
fir Lawrence explains his Jeparcure from 
established precedents; by saying that the 
word fulrush in the English Bible is not a 
correct translation of. the original ss ye 
word in the Hebrew text. According 
him it should have been papyrus. _ 

“The translators of the Bibie;’" he says, 
“came across a word which meant papyrus, 
and they said, ‘O, what is the neagest? 
Let’s say bulrushes.” But there are no 
bulrushes in Egypt. What the mother of 
Moses did was to make an ark of papyrus 
and to rub it over with white Nile mud. It 
it that ark of papyrus that I have painted.” 

Following are the statements of St: 
Iouls Clergymen: 

Rabbi Leon Harrison of the Temple Is- 
rael:' “To say that there were no bul- 
rushes in the time of Moses, because 
there are none in Egypt today, and that 
corsequently a painting of this familiar 
Biblical scene should not picture Moses ly- 
ing among bulrushes is about as rational 
as it would be for an artist in a picture 
of St. Louis as it was 100 years ago to 
leave out the Indians, arguing that since 
there are no Indians in St. Louis today 
there were none here at the beginning of 
the century. 

“*"That there were bulrushes in Egypt at 
the time of the birth of Moses, is a fact 
which, among Biblical scholars, at Jeast, 
is undisputed. Every translator of the 
Hebrew Bible refers to the ‘ark of bul- 
rushes,’ and it has always been under- 
stood that this is what is meant by the 
Hebrew word ‘gome.’ i 

“The only ground for controversy at all 
lies in his assertion that papyrus and not 
bulrush is the correct translation of the 
word, and that, consequently, even grant- 
ing that there were bulrushes, still this 
is not what was meant by the inspired 
writers. 

“‘Now, the fact is that the greatest Bib- 
lical scholars have looked upon papyrus 
and bulrush as meaning one and the pame 
thing. 

“In Aaceentus Lexicon, which is. the 

lexicon of the Hebrew Bible, the 
word ‘gome’ is given as meaning a marsh 
rush, especially the papyrus. This estab- 
lishes fairly enough the fact that the marsh 
rush, which is.more fami'tarly spoken of 
as the. bulrush, and the papyrus are prac- 
tieally the same. 


‘If Not Balrushéé; ‘Then Sedges. 


“Sir Lawrence not Lid ieammiits. dona thle 
ark was not constructed of bulrughes, but 


has it, the Ark of Gome was placed. 
“There is something’to his argument on 
this point, for. the Hebrew lexicon and 
all the commentators agree on translating 
the word into sedges. It would not be in- 
correct, however, to translate the word into 
bulrush, and say that the ark was placed 
among ‘the bulrushes that grew along the 
shore of the Nile,’. because the word 
sedges is universally taken to mean any 


kind of a mver or marsh rush. 
“If Sir Lawrence is quoted.correctly he 


is plainly igmorant of the genesis and 
meaning of the two words which he 
jumbles together in his evasive remarks.

Rose Marion Finds Amateur Criminal Has One Great Evil 
—Otherwise Good—Whereas -Most of Us Have One

Nature was taking a turn at cleaning 
the streets of the city the afternoon J first 
met A. J. Raffles.

These remonstrances filed are 
operative for a period of two years, 

Temperance workers all over the state 
are taking advantage of the new law to 
wage bitter war on the saloons and no 
political campaign ever equaled it. 

The feeling has risen to such a high 
pitch that free-for-all fights between min- 
isters and prominent residents have taken 
mace on  ~public” streets, husbands and 
wives have been estranged, children have 
left the parental roof and neighbors have 
“fallen out.’’ Yet the  batties continue 
and, though each side remains firm, the 
belief is that under the present administra- 
tion the liquor men will be vanquished. 


Governor Against Saloons. 


Gov. Hanly has surprised even the men 
who are’ close to him by the intensity of 
his opposition to the saloon and his evi- 
dent determination to enforce the law: 

At Anderson he summarily removed the 
police’ board, which he declared, in a pub- 
lic rebuke, kad not been observing. the 
law. . ; ) 

The police boards of many other towns 
have been warned and the executive’s bold 


attitude on the question, in the face of his 
suppoged aspirations for still higher po- 
litical "honors, leaves no ddubt of his sin- 


cerity. Accordingly there is a scramble 
on the part of office holders under him 
to walk in the straight and narrow path. 

Of all the incidents. which: have marked 
the new temperance crusade, none is more 
Startling than that at Ladoga, where a 
preacher, a noted evangelist, engaged in a 
rough-and-tumbie fight with two promin- 
ent business men on one of the principal 
streets and was ‘‘licked'’ because ‘the odds 
were too great against him. 

The remonstrance war has raged in this 
town with such intensity that every resi- 
dent has been lined up, elther for or 
against the saloons, and some of the most 
substantial citizens are on the side of the 
latter faction. 

The temperance folk have been working 
night and day and, until Friday, ther 
leader was the Rev. W. T. Brooks, an 
evangelist who has held successful meet- 
ings in Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky. He 
is a powerful speaker, and forceful in his 
denunciation of the enemy. His great suc- 
cess lay in his ability to organize his 
friends and put them on the aggressive. 
However, in the present contest, some of 
the members of the.church of Mr. Brooks 
were only lukewarm. 


Fights With Parishoners. 


Friday night, after a spirited meeting at 
the Chris Church, the Rev. Brooks 
stopped gf the store of Brown & Ashby, 
both mefnbers of which firm belong to the 
meat ‘ne they are maintaining a 


t neutral ground. 

The nister became involved in an ex- 
citing argument -with Mr. Ashby and, to 
the surprise of the bystamiers, suddenly 
raised. his umbrella and struck the mer- 


chant on the head. 


Mr. Brown rushed to his partner’s assist- 
ance, and with an uppercut stretched ‘he 
minister on the floor. 

The preacher, however, did not’ ‘ttake 
the count,’’ but was soon on his feet and 
full of .fight. A general mixup followed. 
Brooks and Brown, together with Ashby, 
kept up the battle out into the street, fight- 
ing as hard as they could. The running 
contest was’ continued for a blook before 
the men fell to the ground exhausted and 
were separated by friends. Their clothing 
was torn to shreds and Brooks was bDieed- 
inx from the mouth amd nose. 

After the first blows were struck in the 
store, half the populace of the town gath- 
ered and became interested spectators. It 
was evident that -the sympathies of -the 
crowd were with Brown and Ashby, for 
there were cries of ‘‘Mob him!”’ and “Give 
it to him!’’, and the minister might have 
been even more severely dealt with had 
not friends interposed, 

Brooks is a powerful man, weighing about 
200 pounds and Ashby weighs only about 12. 
It was on account of the disparity in size, 
Mr. Brown says, that he rushed to his 
partner’s assistance. 

An interesting feature of the affair is 
the fact that Brooks, while pastor of the 
Christian Church several years ago, con- 
verted Ashby and baptised him. 

According to Ashby, Brooks recently vis- 
ited him and said he was not in the saloon 
fight and had simply come to Lagoda- to 
visit his wife and baby. Later, Ashby said 


to the Rev. A. L. Crim, pastor of the 
chu : 
\* How the Fight Began. 


“Brooks told me that he was out of the 
saloon fight, but he isn’t."’ 

This reached the ears of the evangelist 
and was the cause of his visit to the store, 
When they-met, Brooks said: 

“Ashby, did you refer to me as ‘Old Bill 
Brooks, the lar’ ?* 

“No,"’ said Ashby; “but I'll tell you what 
I did say. I told the Rev. Mr. Crim that 
there had been a thousand lies told about 
me and that that man Brooks had lied to 
me, face to face!” 

This opened: the hostilities, which have 
been the talk of the town éver since. 

The affair caused the trustees of the 
church to hold a special meeting and decide 
that the church should not again be used 
for the meetings of remonstrators. Brooks, 
Ashby and Brown were arrested the next 
day, but their cases have been continued. 
The arrest was very embarrassing to the 
evangelist, as he had an appointment to

A ban has 
been placed on card games in cigar stores 
on Sundays.

NEW. ORLEANS, May 1-—After seven 
months. spent almost beneath the equator, 
at no time, except when they were going to 
and from the country, being less than ten 
degrees from Ahe line, a party of explorers 
in which were two New Orleanians, _re- 
turned to the city. Headed by C. T. Y. 
Caracristi of New York, there were in this 
party which has gone into parts of Central 
America hitherto unknown to any other 
white men, Prof. Henry L. Gaines of the 
University of Alabama, Lewis Marks of 
Cincinnati and Chester W. Brown and 
Capt. John Dunn of this city. 

Accompanied by nearly a score of natives, 
this party explored the country through the 
Rio Leon territory. They met people whom 
even the natives with them could not un- 
derstand, and saw many strange sights, but 
none which will appeal to the student more 
than the discovery of a wonderful cascade 
which rivals that of the Yosemite in height 


and Niagara in volume, and which, while 


combining these features, has yet another. 
The falls are in the shape of a crescent, 
and altogether there are eight cataracts. 
They are divided from .each other, as are 
the falls in the St. Lawrence, except that 
the islands which are on the edge of the 
precipice over which the water plunges, 
are much smaller, and it is only a question 
of a few years at most before all of them 
are swept away, and this becomes one vast 
cataract. 

“The volume of water carried by the Rio 
Cabrada del Gas during some seasons is so 
great that the huge wave which backs up 
just above the fall itself forces the river 
to flow over its banks,”’ said Prof. Cara- 
eristi. at the St. Charles. “The result is 
that when the water is high there are two 
raging, tossing, angry rapids on either side 
of the falls proper. 

“Tt is remarkable that this part of the 
country never was explored before I made 
my first trip, and the more remarkable that 
no one. except me has been there since. I 
made my second trip there in 1897; this 
present trip makes the third that I have 
made into this territory.”

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FREEDOM.OF RELIGION IN RUSSIA. 

The Czar has issued a decree granting freedom of worship 
to the schismnatics Known as Old Believers, to more modern 
dissenters from the established church, to the Roman Cath- 
olics and other Christian sects, and to Mohammedans. The 
Jews are excluded from its provisions. , 

Two years ago, a few weeks before the Kishineff massacre, | 
the Czar conceded “to ali our subjects of heterodox and non- 
Christien denominations the freedom of . serving their faith 
and worshiping in accordance with the rites thereof.” But 
tolerance under the Russian law has been confined to freedom 
of worship. In this last decree the Czar promises that divi 
disabilities applying to certain dissenters shal] be modified.
